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Clippers prepare for playoffs by dominating Thunder 



LOS ANGELES - With 
some help, the Los Ange¬ 
les Clippers had already 
clinched their first playoff 
berth in five years before 
they tipped off against 
Oklahoma City. Then they 
went out and earned it. 

Nick Young scored 19 
points off the bench, Blake 
Griffin added 17 and Randy 
Foye 13 to beat the Thun¬ 
der 92-77 on Monday night. 

"It is something that we're 
happy about, but by no 
means is that all we want," 
said Griffin, who like a lot 
of his teammates will be in 
the postseason for the first 
time. "That was one of our 
goals coming in, but it goes 
farther than that." 

Houston lost to Den¬ 
ver by three points ear¬ 
lier Monday night, ensur¬ 
ing the Clippers would end 
the second-longest active 
postseason drought in the 
league. 

"I'm happy we can get 
Blake on TV in May," De- 
Andre Jordan said. 

Griffin had 11 rebounds 
and Jordan grabbed 12 in 
the Clippers' fourth straight 
victory and 12th in their 
past 14 games. Their 38 
wins are the most since the 
franchise had 40 in 2006- 
07. 

"This is a great feeling," 
said Chris Paul, whose ac¬ 
quisition shortly before the 
lockout ended has played 
a key role in the Clippers' 
changing fortunes. "We 
can celebrate it, be excited 
about it tonight, but tomor¬ 
row we're back at work." 

Kevin Durant led Okla¬ 
homa City with 24 points, 


Serge Ibaka and James 
Harden added 12 points 
each and Russell West¬ 
brook was held to nine as 
the Thunder's two-game 
winning streak ended. San 
Antonio beat Golden State 
to move percentage points 
ahead of the Thunder in 
the race for the No. 1 seed 
in the West. 

"There's no time to pan¬ 
ic right now," Durant said. 
"We have to win the next 
game in order to get our 
momentum back." 

The Clippers didn't need 
the victory to achieve their 
immediate goal, but they 
played like they wanted it 
in the fourth quarter, out- 
scoring the Thunder 26-11. 

"We got good looks, but 
we were missing shots 
and they picked their in¬ 
tensity up," Durant said. "It 
was just one of those tough 
ones for us. I missed a few 
3s, Russell missed a few 
elbow jump shots, which 
he normally makes, and 
Serge missed some that 
went in and out. That's how 
the game is, man." 

Mo Williams hit a 3-point¬ 
er for the Clippers' first 
lead since they scored the 
game's first basket. Eric 
Bledsoe came in for Paul 
and calmly ran the offense, 
feeding Williams and 
Young, who combined for 
10 of their first 14 points. 

"We're one of the best 
second units in the league," 
said Young, who joined the 
Clippers a month ago in 
a trade from Washington. 
"I'm excited. I was wait¬ 
ing for one of these type 
of games. To get it tonight 


against one of the league's 
top teams was great." 

Griffin scored on back-to- 
back rim-rattling dunks that 
had the Clippers' 32nd sell¬ 
out crowd of the season on 
its feet roaring. Paul briefly 
came back in, but Williams 
and Foye made consecu¬ 
tive 3s to stretch their lead 
to 90-77, so the All-Star 
guard sat down again with 
the game in hand. 

"We have enough of¬ 
fensive power to play with 
anybody, but our defense 
is what triggers us," Paul 
said. "When we defend, 
we're tough to guard." 

Foye dribbled out the fi¬ 
nal seconds with a smile 
on his face, although at 
the buzzer the Clippers did 
little more than smile and 
hug each other. 

"We know that's not the 


only thing we want," Jor¬ 
dan said. "We still have a 
goal for this team, and this 
is just one of the steps to¬ 
wards it." 

The Clippers won the 
season series, 3-1. 

"They're really good, but 
I don't think they're a better 
team than us," Durant said. 
"It's not like we're afraid of 
them or that we're scared 
to see those guys later on. 
But you have to give them 
credit. They beat us." 

The Clippers dominated 
the third, outscoring the 
Thunder 23-14. Durant and 
Westbrook were shut out, 
while Ibaka scored 12, in¬ 
cluding nine in a row. Young 
scored eight straight, hit¬ 
ting two consecutive 3s, to 
draw Los Angeles within 
one. Durant banged into 
Griffin on the perimeter for 


the foul. Griffin made both 
shots, but the second was 
disallowed when Jordan 
committed a lane violation, 
leaving the game tied at 66. 

"We picked up the de¬ 
fensive intensity to start the 
third quarter," Paul said. 
"We got some steals, got 
out in transition, guys hit 
some big buckets and we 
were able to sustain that 
momentum." 

The Thunder led by 11 
points in the second quar¬ 
ter. The Clippers closed 
within four three times, the 
last time on a 10-3 run in¬ 
cluding four in a row by 
Griffin. But the Thunder ran 
off the final five points to go 
up 52-43 at halftime. Ibaka 
had three fouls in the first 
half when he had no re¬ 
bounds and no points. 
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Justin Verlander survives shaky 9th as Tigers edge Royals 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. - Jim Ley- 
land had already decided after the 
eighth inning Monday night that he 
was sticking with Justin Verlander 
in the ninth, no matter what hap¬ 
pened against the Kansas City 
Royals. 

So when the crusty Detroit man¬ 
ager ambled out to the mound, with 
two on and two out in a 3-2 game, 
his message for his ace was sim¬ 
ple: "You're going to get me fired." 

"Seriously," Verlander said after¬ 


ward. "That's what he told me." 

Leyland's heart must have re¬ 
ally been racing when he headed 
back to the dugout and watched 
Verlander plunk Alcides Escobar to 
load the bases. And the relaxation 
must have been just as quick to 
come when the reigning Cy Young 
winner struck out Alex Gordon to 
preserve the victory. 

"He came in after the eighth and 
said, 'I feel great,'" Leyland said. "I 
said, 'Well, it's your game. You're 


either going to win it or lose it. I'm 
not taking you out.'" 

So what was Verlander's re¬ 
sponse when Leyland had to visit 
the mound? 

"Sorry," Verlander said. 

"That's just the way he is," add¬ 
ed Verlander, who used 131 pitch¬ 
es to improve to 14-2 in his career 
against the Royals. "He's relaxed 
in a situation where a lot of guys 
might be panicking. And he might 
be panicking on the inside, but he 
doesn't show it." 

Austin Jackson hit a leadoff 
homer and Brandon Inge added 
a two-run shot in the fifth for the 
Tigers, giving Verlander (1-1) just 
enough support in a pitcher's duel 
against Danny Duffy. 

The young left-hander kept the 
Tigers' potent attack at bay most 
of the game, allowing three runs 
on seven hits and a walk in 6 1/3 
innings. Duffy (1-1) also struck out 
seven. 

Detroit nearly added to Jack¬ 
son's homer when Brennan 
Boesch singled andMiguel Ca¬ 
brera worked a walk in the first in¬ 
ning. Prince Fielder grounded into 
a double play, though, and Delmon 
Young flied out to end the threat 
and keep Kansas City within strik¬ 
ing distance. 

Gordon eventually matched the 
run when he doubled in the bottom 
half of the inning, moved to third 
on a sacrifice bunt and scored on 
Billy Butler's base hit. 

That was just about all the Roy¬ 
als could muster until the ninth 
inning, when Butler led off with a 
single. Pinch runner Jason Bour¬ 
geois eventually scored, setting up 
the dramatic ending. 

Verlander changed speeds and 
took advantage of the corners to 
flummox the young Kansas City 
lineup most of the night. He retired 
11 straight at one point and struck 
out nine overall. 

Of course, his dominance was 
nothing new to folks in Kansas 
City. 

The right-hander has made a 
mockery of the Royals in recent 
years, especially at Kauffman Sta¬ 
dium, where he improved to 9-2 


and has allowed only 18 earned 
runs in 88 1/3 innings. 

"It was a big task facing Verland¬ 
er," said Royals manager Ned Yost, 
whose club has lost five straight. 
"We gave him a good game, but it's 
not the way we wanted it to end." 

Verlander finally had something 
to show for his third consecutive 
strong start. 

He he allowed four runs over 8 
1/3 innings in a 4-2 defeat to Tam¬ 
pa Bay, and received no decision 
despite allowing a pair of hits over 
eight scoreless innings against 
Boston -- making those 24 wins 
he piled up last season look all the 
more impressive. 

"A lot of those last year came 
pretty easy," he said. "I told every¬ 
one my goal this season is to be a 
better pitcher, even if my numbers 
might not be as good." 

Duffy did his best to make Mon¬ 
day night another fruitless outing. 

The young left-hander, who 
went six scoreless innings against 
Oakland his first time out, used 
his overpowering fastball to blow 
through most of the Detroit lineup. 
Alex Avila struck out twice against 
Duffy, and Fielder and Cabrera 
also went down at the plate. 

His only major mistakes were to 
Jackson in the first inning and Inge 
in the fifth. 

It was all that Verlander needed. 

"It was a big, see-saw battle, 
back and forth," Yost said. "A lot of 
excitement at the end." 
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LeBron James scores Miami’s final 17 points to carry Heat 


NEWARK, N.J. - LeB¬ 
ron James left the Nets 
stunned and their coach 
speechless. 

The only people who 
knew how to describe what 
they were seeing were the 
New Jersey fans. 

"MVP! MVP!" 

James scored Miami's 
final 17 points in a furious 
one-man rally, finishing 
with 37 as the Heat pulled 
out a 101-98 victory over 
the Nets on Monday night. 

In a game the Heat nev¬ 
er led until the final 51 sec¬ 
onds, James willed them to 
their 10th straight victory 
over the Nets. With Dwy- 
ane Waderesting, James 
scored those 17 points 
over the last 4:48 of a game 
that immediately goes into 
his personal collection of 
memorable finishes. 

"We were able to grind 


away and not let it go men¬ 
tally, and that guy, No. 6, 
he was pretty good going 
down the stretch," Heat 
coach Erik Spoelstra said. 
"He was sensational. Ob¬ 
viously, he made every big 
play offensively. I believe 
it was 17 straight to close 
the game. That's what an 
MVP does and we needed 
it at both ends. But also on 
a night like this, you can 
come up with a lot of ex¬ 
cuses to not bring that type 
of performance, but that's 
not the type of DNA he has 
inside of him. The Nets 
played well but we found a 
way at the end." 

Actually, James did. 

He wasn't sure he was 
going back in as the fourth 
quarter reached its midway 
point. But once he did, he 
pushed past the Nets with 
an array of layups, jump¬ 


ers and free throws, pull¬ 
ing Miami within 2V 2 games 
of Chicago for the Eastern 
Conference lead. 

"We want to win every 
last game to close it out," 
James said. "We don't want 
to lose again the rest of the 


season. Ultimately we can 
to continue to get better." 

Chris Bosh had 22 points 
and 15 rebounds for the 
Heat, carrying them early 
in the fourth until James 
checked back in midway 
through the period and 
turned what appeared a 
certain loss into a stunning 
victory. 

Kris Humphries scored 
29 points and MarShon 
Brooks had 24 for the 
Nets, who played without 
Deron Williams and lacked 
the finisher they needed 
against one of the NBA's 
best. 

Miami won for the sixth 
straight time in New Jer¬ 
sey, a road game in name 
only. James never thought 
he would hear cheers on 
the road again after joining 
the Heat, but he earned all 
of them no matter where 
the game was. 

"I enjoyed it," said Wade, 
resting his ankle while the 
Heat improved to 12-1 
without him this season. 
"I am a fan of the game, 
so I enjoyed it. He doesn't 
get any credit for his scor¬ 
ing ability. I enjoy watching 
him take over a game like 
that. It's fun. Obviously be¬ 
ing his teammate, it's even 
funner." 


The Nets led by 13 points 
in the third quarter and 
were still up seven with un¬ 
der 2 1/2 minutes left, but 
by then James was almost 
midway through his finish¬ 
ing kick. 

He finally gave the Heat 
a lead with a driving basket 
that made it 97-96 with 51 
seconds left, then followed 
with a short jumper for a 
99-96 edge with the crowd 
chanting "Let's go Heat!" 
Two free throws with 10.6 
seconds followed for a five- 
point lead before a mean¬ 
ingless basket by Brooks 
with 0.4 seconds to play. 

"Good as I thought, good 
as a video game. He's a 
good player, you know," 
the Nets' Gerald Green 
said. "I thought we had a 
great chance to beat them 
anyway even though he 
played great tonight, but 
that's just the nature of this 
game when you face guys 
like that every night." 

The Heat, also resting 
Shane Battier and Ron- 
ny Turiaf, won their third 
straight after consecu¬ 
tive losses and completed 
a back-to-back sweep in 
the New York area follow¬ 
ing Sunday's 93-85 victory 
over the Knicks. 
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Amare Stoudemire back this week? 


Amid widespread speculation 
about Amare Stoudemire's return 
from a back injury, a source close 
to the New York Knicks veteran 
power forward said Stoudemire 
may return later this week. 

Stoudemire will not play on 
Tuesday against Boston and is 
unlikely to play on Wednesday in 
New Jersey. But there is a pos¬ 
sibility that he returns to the team 
later this weekend, either Friday 
night against Cleveland or Sunday 
against Atlanta, according to the 
source. 

"It's a possibility," the source 
said. 

The team would like to see Stou¬ 
demire improve his conditioning 


and test his injury in a game set¬ 
ting before he suits up. Stoudemire 
was able to do that in practice on 
Saturday, scrimmaging 4-on-4 with 
his teammates. 

He may have another opportu¬ 
nity to scrimmage on Thursday be¬ 
fore the Knicks travel to Cleveland. 

Stoudemire had previously been 
working out and shooting before 
games with assistant coach Kenny 
Atkinson. Thursday's workout was 
his first with teammates since he 
last played on March 24. He left 
that night's game against Detroit 
with back pain, which was later 
diagnosed as a bulging disk in his 
lower back. 

Stoudemire had an epidural 



shot to relieve the pain on March 
29. The team originally said he'd 
be out two to four weeks. Thursday 
was two weeks from the day of the 
shot. 

The Knicks have gone 7-4 in 
Stoudemire's absence. Jeremy Lin 
has been out over the same stretch 
of games due to a meniscus tear 
in his knee. In their absence, the 
Knicks have relied heavily on Car- 


melo Anthony. 

And Anthony has responded, 
scoring 33 points on 52 percent 
shooting in the past 11 games 
-- a significant increase from his 
season averages of 21 points per 
game on 41 percent shooting. 

The Knicks are playing well 
without Stoudemire, but they have 
lacked a consistent second scorer 
-- a role Stoudemire could conceiv¬ 
ably fill.
